American Hopes 


Dwindling (or 


Korea Stability 


Latest M ilitary 
Declaration Brings 
Unrest to Country 


SEOUL, South Korea (A P )—The 
United States has given heavily 
in blood and dollars to try to bring 
stability, 
anti-communism 
and 
democi acy to South Korea. Now, 
18 years after the massive a.d 
program began, American hopes 
are dwindling. 
South Korea has neither stabil­ 
ity nor democracy. Bitter political 
battling between its military gov­ 
ernment and civilians diverts the 
watch on communism. 
Like the Mongols, Chinese and 
Japanese here before, Americans 
got involved in Korea through for­ 
tunes of war. 
The others came as conquerers. 
By winning World War II, the 
Americans came as liberators of 
this 
Japanese-occupied, 
barren 
land of 25 million people. 
Two choices seemed available: 
go home and let Korea drift into 
communism, already gripping the 
northern half of the peninsula, or 
stay and build. 
Washington decided to try to 
build 
and 
the 
cost 
has 
been 
mounting ever since. 
The bill for helping beat back 
a Communist invasion in 1950 53 
was 
20,617 
dead 
and 
103,284 
wounded. Financial aid now totals 
$3.5 billion or $5.4 billion, depend­ 
ing on whether military assistance 
is called aid. 
When Dr. Syngman Rhee was 
elected president in 1948, things 
were going fairly well. The U.S. 
military government had kept the 
nation on its feet and there was 
talk that perhaps South 
Korea 
could be a “ Showcase of Democ­ 
racy*^ 
contrasting with Commu­ 
nist North Korea. 
War came in 1950 and almost 
everything the United States had 
invested vanished in a rubble heap 
extending across the devastated 
country. 
Rhee 
turned 
tough, 
holding 
power with police strength. Ap­ 
parently seeing no alternative, 
Washington policy makers stuck 
with him, pumping more money 
into the economy. 
However, when students took to 
the streets in April 1960 charging 
Rhee was rigging elections, Wash­ 
ington announced they had “ justi­ 
fiable grievances.’’ 
That finished Rhee. He went 
into exile 
again 
and John 
M. 
Chang became premier. 
A soft-spoken man dedicated to 
democracy, Chang wasn’t tough 
enough for the job. South Koreans 
began battling in the streets hut 
Chang wouldn’t crack down. 
Watching from military garri­ 
sons throughout the country, how­ 
ever, were young colonels 
and 
generals 
who 
were 
more 
than 
willing to crack down. 
They struck May 16, 1961, seiz­ 
ing Seoul in a coup so secretly 
executed 
that 
even 
American 
field advisers didn’t know it was 
coming. 
Gen. 
Chang 
Do-young, 
army 
chief of staff, was the front man. 
But it soon became clear that 
Gen. Chung Hee Park and Col. 
Kim Chong-pil were the new re­ 
gime’s master strategists. Chang 
was 
imprisoned 
in 
July 
1961, 
charged 
with being 
a 
counter­ 
revolutionary. He later fled 
to 
America in 
a 
U.S. 
Air 
Force 
plane. 
Chung 
Hee 
Park, 
with 
Kim 
(Continued on Page IO)

The $24 million contract covers 
start of work on the aircraft, an 
all-purpose fighter-bomber for the 
Air Force and Navy.

McNamara has charged that the 
investigation is undermining the 
nation’s confidence in the Penta­ 
gon leaders. Nonymous Pentagon 
spokesmen have also criticized it 
as unfair and politically motivated.

CHICAGO

Kennedy 
said 
today 
that even 
without a recession the unemploy­ 
ment rate will climb “ steadily 
and swiftly” to 7 per cent “ unless 
we step up our rate of growth.” 
Kennedy spoke of this disturb­ 
ing prospect in a speech for a 
civic luncheon to follow his dedi­ 
cation 
of 
O’Hare 
International 
Airport—the world’s busiest air­ 
field. 
In 
talking 
bluntly 
about 
the 
darkening 
employment 
outlook 
Kennedy appealed for approval of 
his proposed three-year tax cut of 
$10.3 billion—the first and most 
necessary step, he said, toward 
solving the employment problem. 
Kennedy 
said 
his 
administra­ 
tion’s “ No. I domestic concern” is 
jobs "for the tidal wave of men 
and women now flooding our la­ 
bor market.’’ He said it stems 
from a combination of the revolu­ 
tion in agriculture, the flood of 
postwar babies reaching job-seek 
ing age, and labor-saving auto­ 
mation. 
“ Unless we step up our rate of 
growth—unless we create a sup­ 
ply of jobs that is more equal to 
the demand—our rate of unem­ 
ployment will steadily and swiftly 
climb to the recession levels of 
7 per cent, even without a reces­ 
sion,” he 
said. 
A jobless rate of 7 per cent 
would compare with the February 
level of 6.1 per cent, the highest 
in more than a year. 
In another talk, for dedication 
ceremonies at the sprawling air­ 
port which last year handled 13.5 
million travelers, Kennedy 
said 
the United States “ intends to be 
a leader in the supersonic age” 
and develop 
airliners 
that will 
travel three times the speed of 
sound, or about 2,200 miles an 
hour. 
Once that is accomplished, he 
said, it will be a smaller world. 
“ Let us also see to it that is 
a better world,” he said, “ A more 
just and peaceful world, a more 
promising world for our children 
and 
for 
their 
children 
after 
them.” 
In his luncheon address Ken­ 
nedy spotlighted just one of the 
obstacles, 
unemployment, to be 
overcome 
in 
creating 
a 
more 
promising world. 
The 
President noted, for ex­ 
ample, that unemployed Ameri­ 
cans last year lost one billion 


work days—“ equivalent to shut­ 
ting down the entire country with 
no production, no services, and no 
pay for over three weeks.” 
While saying “ This nation can 
do better than that,” he empha­ 
sized the ominous possibility of 
doing much worse unless effective 
counter measures are adopted. 
“ Above all,” he said, “ We need 
to release the brake of wartime 
tax rates which are now holding 
down growth at the very time we 
need more growth to create more 
jobs.” 
He said a $10.3 billion tax cut 
would “ be multiplied many times 
in new markets, new equipment, 
new jobs, new payrolls, and then 
still more consumption and invest­ 
ment.”

School defied an accrediting or­ 
ganization and sent its band to the 
New Year’s Day Orange Bowl pa­ 
rade in Miami, Fla. 
Now the North Central Associa­ 
tion of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools has withdrawn Malta-Mc- 
Connelsville from its accreditation 
list. 
The action came during an ex­ 
ecutive session of the association 
in Chicago this week, with the 140 
members of the executive commis­ 
sion unanimously supporting the 
expulsion recommended by the or 
ganization s Ohio committee. 
The Ohio committee chairman, 
Harold Bowers, also an assistant 
state 
superintendent of schools, 
had warned officials of the Mor­ 
gan County school that it was en 
dangering an already shaky sta­ 
tus by planning the trip. The Ohio 
committee found Malta-McConnels- 
ville in violation of standards in­ 
volving teachers’ schedules, train­ 
ing, number of pupils per teacher, 
the library and allegedly indis­

of

funds. 
The school had been an associa­ 
tion member 20 years. 
The people of the school district 
went ahead and with private con­ 
tributions of about $10,000 proudly 
financed the band’s trip to Flori­ 
da.

71 Hurt by Blast 
In California 


SAN JO SE. Calif.

bomb-like boiler explosion blew a 
gaping hole in a downtown store 
Friday, 
leaving 
three 
persons 
dead in a maze of rubble and at 
least 71 injured. 
Tile blast from the 6-foot-high 
boiler in the basement of J. C. 
Penney’s wrecked a drugstore on 
the building’s main floor and scat­ 
tered glass and wreckage in the 
main intersection of this city of 
200,000. 
City Manager A. P. Hamann 
said 
police 
questioned 
Ricardo 
Mello, 27, the boiler maintenance 
man who was laid off his job less 
than five hours before the explo­ 
sion. 
Officials would not “ laborate on 
the interrogation. 
Another partial mystery was a 
telephone 
call 
reporting 
boiler 
trouble minutes before it blew up. 
The call sent a fire truck to the 
scene—it arrived one minute after 
the blast. 
The dead were hurled into the 
pile of wreckage in Penney’s base­ 
ment and into four feet of water 
which gushed from broken pipes 
and sprinklers. 
Police identified the victims as 
Mrs. Marie Straight, 55, Camp­ 
bell, Calif., a clerk in Penney’s 
yardage department, adjacent to 
the boiler room; 
Mrs. Florence 
Caballero, 45, San Jose, and Ver­ 
non B. Hinton, 41, San Jose, both 
customers. 
Nine of the injured were report­ 
ed in serious or critical condition. 
Fire Chief Ronald Lebeau esti­ 
mated 
damage 
at 
more 
than 
$100 ,000 . 
The blast struck at 4:49 p.m. 
the height of the rush hour. About 
50 persons were in the drug store.

Death Toll 


Expected To 


Reach 1,500 


DENPASAR. Bali (A P )- A n ur­ 
gent request for rice and helicop­ 
ters went out from this capital 
today in a desperate effort to save 
starving villagers isolated by a 
five-day deluge of lava. 
The death toll from the erup­ 
tion 
of 
sacred 
Agung 
volcano 
stood at 1,264. The governor of 
Bali said he expected it to rise 
to at least 1,500, since many per­ 
sons 
are 
missing 
and 
feared 
dead. 
More than 5,000 people were re­ 
ported isolated 
without food in 
the town of Karangasem, south­ 
east of the smoldering volcano 
that had been listed in tourist 
hooks as inactive. 
Helicopters were requested from 
military authorities in East Java 
to ferry out people stranded in 
pockets surrounded by hot lava 
streams. 
But there was no indication here 
whether 
or 
when 
the 
appeals 
could be met. 
Bali’s 
Governor 
Anak 
Agung 
Sutedja told the Associated Press, 
thousands of Balinese who lost 
homes in the eruption may have 
to leave this lovely island forever. 
He said 75.000 people, mostly 
farmers, have lost all they pos­ 
sessed. Another 65,000 to he evac­ 
uated as soon as possible may 
also become homeless. 
Not a touch of green remained 
in the northeast village of Bek- 
asih, five miles from the top of 
the 10,308-foot volcano which the 
Balinese believe is the home of 
the gods. Trees were stripped of 
leaves, branches caked white with 
volcanic dust. Terraced rice pad­ 
dies lay under a smooth gray sur­ 
face. 
A few people, refusing to be 
evacuated, silently cleared small 
garden plots of rocks and dug up 
soil in which all plants have died. 
Most of the casualties were suf­ 
fered during the intial eruption 
Sunday morning when a rain of 
hot ash and long tongues of lava 
killed hundreds. 
The 
governor 
said 
the 
fiery 
ashes came down like a c u r s e 
from Agung, and victims were 
roasted alive as they knelt to pray 
to the gods of the volcano. The 
temperature of the ashes was 230 
degrees.

C LEV ELA N D (A P )—Mrs. W il­ 
lie Mae Mallory was back in jail 
today awaiting the arrival of au­ 
thorities to return her to Monroe, 
N. C., to face trial on a kidnap 
charge. 
The 35-year-old Negro surren­ 
dered Friday to Cuyahoga County 
Sheriff’s deputies after her $15,- 
000 bond was canceled by the Ohio 
Supreme Court. The high court 
also ordered her extradited. 
Mrs. Mallory was freed March 
14, where she had spent more 
than a year in her fight against 
extradition. 
In Monroe late Friday, Sheriff 
Shelly Griffin of Union County 
said he planned to leave for Cleve­ 
land today and return with Mrs. 
Mallory Sunday night. 
The next term of Union County 
Superior Court begins May 6 and 
Mrs. Mallory can’t be tried until 
then. 
Meanwhile, Mrs. 
Mallory said 
she was awaiting her attorney’s 
next legal 
move. 
The Ohio Supreme Court action 
followed refusal of the U.S. Su­ 
preme Court Monday to intervene 
in Mrs. Mallory’s extradition, or­ 
dered by former Gov. Michael V. 
DiSalle last year. 
Mrs. Mallory, of Brooklyn, N.Y., 
wras indicted on a charge of kid­ 
naping a white couple during a ra­ 
cial disturbance in Monroe in Au­ 
gust 1961. She 
has denied the 
charge. 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio 
(A P ) — A 
noted authority on the American 
court system pointed to the U.S. 
Supreme Court today as an exam­ 
ple of his contention that appoint­ 
ed judges can be at least as un­ 
biased as elected ones. 
Glenn R. Winters, executive di­ 
rector of the American Judicature 
Society, Chicago, 
used Supreme 
Court Justice Arthur Goldberg as 
a case in point. 
Winters’ address was prepared 
for a session of tha Ohio Confer­ 
ence on Selection and Tenure of 
Judges— at which a major aim is 
to come up with ways to replace 
Ohio’s system of electing its judg­ 
es. 
When Justice Gokiberg partici­ 
pates in a decision on a labor 
case, Winters said, his vote won’t 
necessarily be prolabor. In fact, 
Winters commented, “ Justice Gold­ 
berg can be expected to lean over 
backward to avoid giving the im 
pression he is biased.” Goldberg 
came to the court from the post 
of secretary of labor and a long 
career as an organized labor at­ 
torney. 
Winters told the IOO conferees at 
Ohio State University 
there 
are 
several misconceptions regarding 
appointive versus elective systems 
of choosing judges. 
He said one misconception is the 
idea that under an elective sys 
tem judges actlally are chosen by 
the public. He said that in a state 
such as Ohio around half of all 
judges go on the bench by gover­ 
nor’s appointment—and the rest, 
except in small communities, are 
actually choices of political lead­ 
er, officially or unofficially. 
The conferees at Ohio State's 
College of Law, among various 
plans on judicial selection and ten­ 
ure have concentrated 
their 
at­ 
tention on one in particular — a 
proposal that nudges be appointed 
by the governor from a l i s t of 
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candidates supplied by a bipartisan 
selection committee. Retention of 
the judge would be left to the vot­ 
ers in a noncompetitive election 
in which the judges run on the 
basis of approval or disapproval 
of their record in office. 
The 
conference 
began 
Friday 
night and ends tonight. 
Friday night’s featured speaker, 
former Ohio Supreme Court Judge 
James F. Bell of London, called 
for an end to the state’s present 
elective system of naming judges. 
Bell termed the judiciary “ a 
stepchild of the political party.” 
He decried what he called the 
change judicial candidates must 
make from party allegiance in the 
primary election to nonpartisan­ 
ship in the general election. 


Ohio Traffic Death 


Toll Set at 1,851 


COLUMBUS. Ohio (A P )—High­ 
way accidents in Ohio last year in­ 
jured 87,337 persons and caused 
the deaths of 1,851, the Depart­ 
ment of Highway Safety reports. 
There were 149,220 traffic acci­ 
dents last year, an increase of 6 
per cent over the previous year 
and less than one per cent lower 
than the 1960 count at 149,809.

American Hopes 
Dwindling for 
Korea Stability 


Latest Military 
Declaration Brings 
Unrest to Country 


SEOUL, South Korea (AP)—The 
United States has given heavily 
in blood and dollars to try to bring 
stability, 
anti-communism 
and 
democracy to South Korea. Now, 
18 years after the massive aid 
program began, American hopes 
are dwindling. 
South Korea has neither stabil­ 
ity nor democracy. Bitter political 
battling between its military gov­ 
ernment and civilians diverts the 
watch on communism. 
Like the Mongols, Chinese and 
Japanese here before, Americans 
got involved in Korea thrbugh for­ 
tunes of war. 
The others came as conquerers. 
By winning World War II, the 
Americans came as liberators of 
this 
Japanese-occupied, 
barren 
land of 25 million people. 
Two choices seemed available: 
go home and let Korea drift into 
communism, already gripping the 
northern half of the peninsula, or 
stay and build. 
Washington decided to try to 
build 
and 
the 
cost has 
been 
mounting ever since. 
T h e,bill for helping beat back 
a Communist invasion in 1950-53 
was 
20,617 
dead 
and 
103,284 
wounded. Financial aid now totals 
$3.5 billion or $5.4 billion, depend­ 
ing on whether military assistance 
is called aid. 
When Dr. Syngman Rhee was 
elected president in 1948, things 
were going fairly well. The U.S. 
military government had kept the 
nation on its feet and there was 
talk that perhaps South Korea 
could be a “ Showcase of Democ­ 
racy’ 
contrasting with Commu­ 
nist North Korea. 
War cam e in 1950 and almost 
everything the United States had 
invested vanished in a rubble heap 
extending across the devastated 
country. 
Rhee 
turned 
tough, 
holding 
power with police strength. Ap­ 
parently seeing no alternative, 
Washington policy makers stuck 
with him, pumping more money 
into the economy. 
However, when students took to 
the streets in April 1960 charging 
Rhee was rigging elections, Wash­ 
ington announced they had “ justi­ 
fiable grievances.” 
That finished Rhee. He went 
into exile 
again and John 
M. 
Chang becam e premier. 
A soft-spoken man dedicated to 
democracy, Chang wasn’t tough 
enough for the job. South Koreans 
began battling in the streets but 
Chang wouldn’t crack down. 
Watching from military garri­ 
sons throughout the country, how­ 
ever, were young colonels 
and 
generals 
who were more 
than 
willing to crack down. 
They struck May 16, 1961, seiz 
fog Seoul in a coup so secretly 
executed 
that 
even 
American 
field advisers didn’t know it was 
coming. 
Gen. 
Chang 
Do-young, 
arm y 
chief of staff, was the front man 
But it soon became clear that 
Gen. Chung Hee Park and Col 
Kim Chong-pil were the new re 
gime’s m aster strategists.

Kennedy appealed for approval of 
his proposed three-year tax cut of 
$10.3 billion—the first and most 
necessary step, he said, toward 
solving the employment problem. 
Kennedy said his 
administra­ 
tion’s “ No. I domestic concern” is 
jobs “for the tidal wave of men 
and women now flooding our la­ 
bor market.' ’ He said it stems 
from a combination of the revolu­ 
tion in agriculture, the flood of 
postwar babies reaching job-seek­ 
ing age, and labor-saving auto­ 
mation. 
“ Unless we step up our rate of 
growth—unless we create a sup­ 
ply of jobs that is more e q u a l to 
the demand—our rate of unem­ 
ployment will steadily and swiftly 
climb to the recession levels of 
7 per cent, even without a reces­ 
sion,” he said. 
A jobless rate of 7 per cent 
would compare with the February 
level of 6.1 per cent, the highest 
in more than a year. 
In another talk, for dedication 
ceremonies at the sprawling air­ 
port which last year handled 13.5 
million travelers, Kennedy 
said 
the United States “ intends to be 
a leader in the supersonic age” 
and develop airliners that will 
travel three times the speed of 
sound, or about 2,200 miles an 
hour. 
Once that is accomplished, he 
said, it will be a smaller world 
“ Let us also see to it that is

He said a $10.3 billion tax cut 
would “ be multiplied many times 
in new markets, new equipment, 
new jobs, new payrolls, and then 
still more consumption and invest­ 
ment.”

Helicopters were requested from 
military authorities in East Java 
to ferry out people stranded in 
pockets surrounded by hot lava 
streams.

Bali’s 
Governor 
Anak 
Agung 
Sutedja told the Associated Press, 
thousands of Balinese who lost 
homes in the eruption may have 
to leave this lovely island forever. 
He said 75,000 people, mostly 
farm ers, have lost all they pos­ 
sessed. Another 65,000 to be evac­ 
uated as soon as possible may 
also become homeless. 
Not a touch of green remained 
in the northeast village of Bek- 
asih, five miles from the top of 
the 10,308-foot volcano which the 
Balinese believe is the home of 
the gods. Trees were stripped of 
leaves, branches caked white with 
volcanic dust. Terraced rice pad­ 
dies lay under a smooth gray sur­ 
face. 


A few people, refusing to be 
evacuated, silently cleared small 
garden plots of rocks and dug up 
soil in which all plants have died. 
Most of the casualties were suf­ 
fered during the intial eruption 
Sunday morning when a rain of 
hot ash and long tongues of lava 
killed hundreds. 
The 
governor 
said 
the fiery 
ashes came down like a c u r s e 
from Agung, and victims were 
roasted alive as they knelt to pray 
to the gods of the volcano. The 
temperature of the ashes was 230 
degrees.

WTien Justice Goldberg partici­ 
pates in a decision on a labor 
case, Winters said, his vote won’t 
necessarily be pro-labor. In fact, 
Winters commented, “ Justice Gold 
berg can be expected to lean over 
backward to avoid giving the im 
pression he is biased.” Goldberg 
came to the court from the post 
of secretary of labor and a long 
career as an organized labor at­ 
torney.

He said one misconception is the 
idea that under an elective sys­ 
tem judges actlally are chosen by 
the public. He said that in a state 
such as Ohio around half of all 
judges go on the bench by gover­ 
nor’s appointment—and the rest, 
except in small communities, are 
actually choices of political lead­ 
er, officially or unofficially. 
The conferees at Ohio State's

Ohio Traffic Death 
Toll Set at 1,851 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—High­ 
way accidents in Ohio last year in­ 
jured 87,337 persons and caused 
the deaths of 1,851, the Depart­ 
ment of Highway Safety reports. 
There were 149,220 traffic acci­ 
dents last year, an increase of 6 
per cent over the previous year 
and less than one per cent lower 
than the 1960 count ot 149,809. 
The total of I 851 deaths exceed­ 
ed the 1931 figure of 1,679 but fell 
short of the 1.907 in 1960. More 
people were hurt on Ohio high­ 
ways during 19S2 than in any pre­ 
vious year. There were 80,920 in­ 
juries in 1961 and 80,425 in 1980.

increase — 
3.8 milli rn acres—followed by soy ­ 
beans. sorghu ms and other spring 
wheat with increases of abou t I 
million acres each. 
Minor increases are intended for 
flax seed and su gar beets. 
If March I plant are carried 
ou t, the department said, the total 
1963 acreage planted to the fou r 
feed grains — cora, oats, barley , 
and sorghu ms — wou ld be 2 per 
cent more than in 1962.

as easily in the late morning 
Family breakfasts need. (I) to 
prov ide a v ariety of appetizing 
foods: (2) to be easy to prepare 
and serv e; (3) to be adapted to 
the needs of the indiv idu al family 
members. 
Nu tritionists recommend 
t h a t 
breakfast contain at 
l e a s t a 
fou rth, or better 
a third, of Ute 
day ’s food needs. Lack of 
time 
and a hu rried atmosphere in the 
home on school mornings is often 
considered an important cau se of 
poor breakfasts. 
You may hear these 
attitu des 
from 
the 
family 
at 
breakfast 
time; “ I’m not hu ngry ” , “ I don’t 
hav e time to eat breakfast” , 
don’t like breakfast, 
ifs 
alway 
the same thing,” “ Breakfast is 
fattening,” “I don’t need break 
fast.” 
May be these su ggestions will be 
helpfu l: 
lf not hu ngry , start with a small 
serv ing of fru it and a small serv ­ 
ing of protein food for two or 
three day s. Then add 
toast 
or 
bread. See if the appetite does not 
soon ask for larger serv ings ev 
ery day . 
Planning ahead the night before 
will help prov ide time for break 
fast in the morning. 
Sleep is important bu t get that 
ex tra sleep at night. Ev en if y ou 
lose 15 minu tes sleep, ifs better 
to eat breakfast than to stay in 
bed. Go to bed earlier. Food is 
needed to ward off mid-morning 
slu mp. 
Breakfasts need not be monoto 
nou s if they are planned ahead of 
time. There are many breakfast 
su ggestions to offer y ou r family 
becau se there are more than 
hu ndred foods 
w h i c h can be 
serv ed for breakfast. 
A common fallacy is that break 
fast is fattening. The tru th is no 
one food of one meal is fattening 
—its how mu ch of the food 
or 
meal 
y ou eat 
that 
determines 
whether or not is makes y ou gain 
weight. 
Common sense tells u s that we 
shou ld eat breakfast becau se we 
need food. If breakfast is skipped 
we may be waiting 18 hou rs be 


tween the ev ening meal and the 
noon meal. You wou ld not want 
to wait 18 hou rs between the noon 
meal and the e v e n i n g meal. 
Breakfast is a v ery important 
meal. 
All breakfasts shou ld prov ide at 
least one serv ing from each 
of 
these foods: fru it, protein 
foods 
su ch as meat, cheese, eggs, 
or 
cereal and milk; milk as a bev ­ 
erage; 
bread, 
toast, 
or 
qu ick 
breads: 
and bu tter or fortified 
margarine.

WASHINGTON (AP)—"Hie Agri­ 
culture Department reports that 
farmers intend to plant the sec­ 
ond smallest crop on record this 
year. 
This estimate of about 308 mil­ 
lion acres, wtoiA would be 2 per 
cent more than last year’s record 
low, was based on a survey of

major crops. 
The department estimated that 
263 million acres would be plant­ 
ed in the crops surveyed and the 
balance would be made up from 
the several score other commodi­ 
ties. 
Of the spring planted crops, the 
department said corn shows the 
largest 
prospective increase — 
3.8 million acres—followed by soy­ 
beans, sorghums and other spring 
wheat with increases of about I 
million acres each. 
Minor increases are intended for 
flaxseed and sugar beets. 
lf March I plane, are carried 
out, the department said, the total 
1963 acreage planted to the four 
feed grains — corn, oats, barley, 
and sorghums — would be 2 per 
cent more than in 1962.

One is the petition of the city 
of Fairfield, which now wants to 
quit a proposed Butler County 
Water Conservancy District. The 
other motion w„s filed by William 
McClain, Cincinnati city solicitor, 
asking that the conservancy dis­ 
trict be dismissed. 
Fairfield joined Hamilton and 
several other county communities 
last fall to propose the conserv­ 
ancy district which in effect would 
forbid Cincinnati to draw water 
from new well fields this side of 
the county line. 
Hamilton officials contend the 
well field near Ross does not con­ 
tain enough water for this city of 
80,000 and the metropolis to the 
south. Cincinnati officials say 
there is plenty of water and both 
sides have lined up expert opin­ 
ion to back their stands. 


Start the day with an adequate 
breakfast 
By serving the family a good 
breakfast each morning you are 
forming food habits your children 
are not likely to forget. There is 
no need to tell children to “eat a 
good breakfast’. 
Instead, 
serve 
them one. 
With a good breakfast you will 
feel better, be more alert, be 
more efficient, have a better atti­ 
tude toward your work, have bet 
ter reactions, and you will not tire 
as easily in the late morning 
Family breakfasts need; (I) to 
provide a variety of appetizing 
foods; (2) to be easy to prepare 
and serve; (3) to be adapted to 
the needs of the individual family 
members. 
Nutritionists recommend t h a t 
breakfast contain at l e a s t a 
fourth, or better a third, of tile 
day’s food needs. Lack of 
time 
and a hurried atmosphere in the 
home on school mornings is often 
considered an important cause of 
poor breakfasts. 
You may hear these attitudes 
from 
the 
family 
at breakfast 
time: “I’m not hungry”, “I don’t 
have time to eat breakfast”, “I 
don’t like breakfast, it’s 
alway 
the same thing,” “Breakfast is 
fattening,” “I don’t need break­ 
fast.” 
Maybe these suggestions will be 
helpful: 
If not hungry, start with a small 
serving of fruit and a small serv 
ing of protein food for two or 
three days. Then add toast or 
bread. See if the appetite does not 
soon ask for larger servings ev 
ery day. 
Planning ahead the night before 
will help provide time for break­ 
fast in the morning. 
Sleep is important but get that 
extra sleep at night. Even if you 
lose 15 minutes sleep, it’s better 
to eat breakfast than to stay in 
bed. Go to bed earlier. Food is 
needed to ward off mid-morning 
slump. 
Breakfasts need not be monoto­ 
nous if they are planned ahead of 
time. There are many breakfast 
suggestions to offer your family 
because there are more than 
hundred foods w h i c h can be 
served for breakfast. 
A common fallacy is that break­ 
fast is fattening. The truth is no 
one food of one meal is fattening 
—its how much of the food or 
meal you eat that 
determines 
whether or not is makes you gain 
weight. 
Common sense tells us that we 
should eat breakfast because we 
need food. If breakfast is skipped 
we may be waiting 18 hours be­ 


tween the evening meal and the 
noon meal. You would not want 
to wait 18 hours between the noon 
meal and the e v e n i n g meal. 
Breakfast is a very important 
meal. 
All breakfasts should provide at 
least one serving from each of 
these foods: fruit, protein foods 
such as meat, cheese, eggs, or 
cereal and milk; milk as a bev­ 
erage; 
bread, 
toast, 
or quick 
breads; and butter or fortified 
margarine.

FRANKFORT, Ky . (A P) — The 
Kentu ck y Cou rt of Ap p eals ru led 
tod ay that oil and gas rights he 
neath the northern half of the Ohio 
Riv er belong to the cou nties—not 
to the state, nor to land hold ers 
The 4 -2 d ecision by the state’s 
highest cou rt was written by ju d ge 
Jam es Millik en and affirmed Hen 
d erson Circu it Cou rt. 
Ap p ellants were the Common­ 
wealth of Kentu ck y , the Ohio Riv 
er Oil Co. and Henry Walk er and 
others. 
The land in contention was u n 
d er the northern half of the riv er 
along the states of Ohio, Ind iana 
and Illinois. 
Cou rts 
hav e 
ru led 
Kentu ck y 
owns the Ohio Riv er land to the 
northern shores and that its land 
owners p ossess m ineral rights 
the sou thern half of the riv erbed 
Millik en said the case hinged 
on three statu tes. 
One gav e ind iv id u als the right 
to secu re v acant and u nap p rop ria 
ted land in the riv er by ap p ly ing 
to affected cou nties. 
The second act gav e the state 
p rop erty and bu ild ings commission 
the right to 
p r o c u r e and sell 
p rop erty . 
The third statu te d eclared north 
era riv er land to be v acant and 
u nap p rop riated and allowed cou n 
ties to lease the land for any sand 
and grav el rights.

Soil insects are not an econom­ 
ic p roblem in many corn field s. 
Howev er, last 
y ear was the 
first time rootwnrm atu lts hav e 
been noticed in Pick away Cou n­ 
ty to an ex tent of 
economical 
d a m a g e . 
Therefore, farmer« 
shou ld check their field s close. 
F'or this reason soil insecticid es 
are recommend ed for u se only in 
field s with some p ast history of 
soil insect p roblems. 
Northern com root worms u su al­ 
ly become a p roblem in continu ou s 
corn field s and in m ost cases the 
first d a m a g e is noticed abou t 
the third y ear. Rotations that tak e 
a field ou t of com two y ears ou t of 
ev ery fou r will control this p est. 
If the field is left in com , then soil 
insecticid es shou ld be u sed where 
northern com rootworms become 
a p roblem.

Kennedy Asks 
>oll Tax Ban 


4 Mora States Need 
To Ratify Amendment 


WASHINGTON (A P)-President 
Kennedy has told governors 
of 
states which have not ratified the 
antipoll tax constitutional amend­ 
ment that it “should be 
acted 
upon as promptly as possible.” 
In a telegram to the governors, 
Kennedy noted that 24 state legis­ 
latures so far have ratified the 
proposed amendment by virtually 
unanimous action. 
Thirty-eight states must ratify 
the amendment to put it into 
effect. 
“Because very few state legis­ 
latures will meet in 1964, action 
by individual states now is essen 
tial if the proposed amendment 
is to be effective during the 1964 
elections,” Kennedy said. 
He told the governors the pro­ 
cess for amending the Constitution 
does not provide a formal oppor­ 
tunity for the President to express 
his 
approval or 
disapproval of 
any proposed amendment, but “I 
have on many occasions indicated 
my wholehearted support for this 
particular proposal.” 
“I hope that your state legisla­ 
ture will be able to take up the 
proposed amendment at an early 
date and that it will be ratified,” 
he said. 
Kennedy’s telegram went to the 
governors of Alabama, Arizona, 
Arkansas, Connecticut, Delaware, 
Florida, Georgia, Iowa, Kansas, 
Kentucky, 
Louisiana, 
Maine, 
Massachusetts, Missouri, Nebras 
ka, New Hampshire, North Caro­ 
lina, 
Oklahoma, 
Pennsylvania, 
S o u t h Carolina, Texas, Virginia 
and Wisconsin. 
The proposed amendment would 
bar poll taxes as a qualification 
for voting in federal elections and 
primaries. 
There are now five 
states that require payment of i 
poll tax for voting in federal elec 
tions. They are Alabama, Arkan­ 
sas, Mississippi, 
Virginia 
a n d 
Texas. 
Mississippi’s legislature consid­ 
ered and rejected the amendment. 
Legislatures 
in 
Wyoming 
a n d 
South Dakota adjourned without 
acting on it.

March, Early April Means 
End to Shrub Pruning Time 


By GEORGE HAMRICK 
County Extension Agent, 
Agriculture 
If you are one who puts things 
off until the last minute, March or 
early April is the last minute fo r 
pruning shrubs. 
During the dormant season be­ 
fore plants begin new growth is 
the best 
time to prune your 
s h r u b s , says James Caldwell 
Extension floriculturist at Ohio 
State University. Pruning 
en­ 
courages new growth, improves 
shape and strengthens the shrub. 
When pruning decidious shrubs, 
remove old, 
heavy canes 
since 
they usually have little foliage or 
flowers, CaldweU advises. T h i s 
will stimuate new growth. 
Cut out any d a m a g e d canes 
caused by winter weather, insects 
or disease 
and remove crossing 
branches. 
• OO 
TO KEEP shrubs more compact 
and bushy, cut back the height.

T h e 
best way to control this growth is 
to prune the plants as they grow. 
If plants such as forsythia, lilac, 
Garland 
spirea or mockorange 
become too tall, cut them back to 
within four or five inches of the 
ground and let them start again. 
By this method you’ll lose 
t h i s 
year’s flowers, but the plants will 
be in better shape the next year. 
For early 
flowering shrubs, 
CaldweU a d v i s e s waiting un­ 
til after flowering to prune. If 
you prune now you’U cut off the 
flower buds. 
In such shrubs as 
spirea, lilac, 
forsythia a n d mockorange t h e 
buds are formed during the sum­ 
m er or early fall, so they must be 
pruned right after 
flowering to 
avoid losing the flowers the next 
year. 


Soil Insects Not Ecomomic 
Problem in Most Corn Fields 


Counties Given 
Oil Rights on 
Ohio River 


FRANKFORT, Ky. (AP) — The 
Kentucky Court of Appeals ruled 
today that oil and gas rights be­ 
neath the northern half of the Ohio 
River belong to the counties—not 
to the state, nor to land-holders. 
The 4-2 decision by the state’s 
highest court was written by judge 
Jam es Milliken and affirmed Hen­ 
derson Circuit Court. 
AppeUants were the Common­ 
wealth of Kentucky, the Ohio Riv­ 
er Oil Co. and Henry Walker and 
others. 
The land in contention was un­ 
der the northern half of the river 
along the states of Ohio, Indiana 
and Illinois. 
Courts 
have 
ruled 
Kentucky 
owns the Ohio River land to the 
northern shores and that its land­ 
owners possess m ineral rights in 
the southern half of the riverbed. 
Milliken said the case hinged 
on three statutes. 
One gave individuals the right 
to secure vacant and unappropria­ 
ted land in the river by applying 
to affected counties. 
The second act gave the state 
property and buildings commission 
the right to p r o c u r e and sell 
property. 
The third statute declared north­ 
ern river land to be vacant and 
unappropriated and allowed coun­ 
ties to lease the land for any sand 
and gravel rights.

Soil insects are not an ecooom 
ic problem in many corn fields. 
However, last year was the 
first time rootworm atults have 
been noticed in Pickaway Coun­ 
ty to an extent of 
economical 
d a m a g e . Therefore, farmers 
should check their fields close. 
For this reason soil insecticides 
are recommended for use only in 
fields with some past history of 
soil insect problems. 
Northern corn rootworms usual 
ly become a problem in continuous 
corn fields and in most cases the 
first d a m a g e is noticed about 
the third year. Rotations that take 
a field out of corn two years out of 
every four will control this pest. 
If the field is left in com, then soil 
insecticides should be used where 
northern cora rootwonns become 
a problem. 
• • • 
BOTH ALDRIN and heptachlor 
are recommended for the control 
of non-resistant rootwonns at the 
same rate as for other soil insects 
If aldrin, or heptachlor, has been 
used for a long period of time in 
f i e I d, or if control 
last y e a r 
appeared to be poor, then one 
p o u n d actual diazinion, or o n e 
pound actual phorate is 
recam 


mended per acre. They should be 
applied by planter attachment as 
recommended by the manufactur­ 
er. 
Aldrin and heptachlor both gave 
good control throughout most of 
the state last y e a r . In problem 
fields, where they gave good con­ 
trol, continued use of these mater­ 
ials is recommended because they 
are less expensive than the most 
recently recommended materials. 
Wireworms, white grubs a n d 
below ground feeding cutworms 
also are a problem in some corn 
fields. For wireworms and white 
grubs use aldrin or heptachlor at 
the rate of one p o u n d actual 
material per acre applied by 
planter attachment at time of 
planting, or at the rate of three

This Is Tornado Time 


Torn adoes hav e been strikin g here an d 
there in the West an d Sou th, an d more 
kin gsize twisters will make their u n wel­ 
come appearan ce before the sprin g tor­ 
n ado season has ru n its cou rse. To date 
n o major disaster has been wTrou ght by 
1963 torn adoes. 
A torn ado is a relativ ely small storm, 
rarely more than a few hu n dred y ards 
wide. Its path is gen erally short, too. 
Torn ado damage is u su ally con fin ed to 
rn n arrow swath perhaps sev eral miles 
lon g at most. Bu t when torn adoes strike, 
they are deadly dan gerou s. They toss 
au tos abou t. They flatten hou ses, or “ex ­ 
lode” them by su dden ly decreasin g the 
pressu re ou tside the bu ildin g. They can 
be seen an d heard. People who hav e ex ­ 
perien ced them say it is an lu iforgett- 
able sight an d sou n d. 


Alertn ess is the best in su ran ce again st 
person al disaster. With a torn ado bear­ 
in g down there is n othin g to do ex cept 
du ck an d get u n der cov wr. There ere 
certain other steps, su ch as s h u t t i n g 
off electricity an d fu el lin es, herdin g the 
family to the cellar, or in to a ditch if 
cau ght in the open , which may be the 
differen ce between safety an d disaster. 
Great strides hav e been made in spot­ 
tin g con dition s u n der which torn adoes can 
form, bu t the be s t formu las still aren ’t 
perfect. The twisters strike most fre­ 
qu en tly in flat cou n try , su ch as Kan sas 
or Oklahoma. Bu t they hav e made their 
appearan ce as far east as Massachu setts, 
an d geography d o e s n ot s e e m to pro­ 
v ide su re protection again st a v isitation 
of this man ifestation of meteorological 
pow’er. 


TV Ratings Over-Rated 


Now con gression al in v estigators hav e 
Join ed the growin g ran ks of those who 
do n ot rate the TV an d radio ratin g sy s­ 
tems v ery high. 
Rep. William L. Sprin ger of Illin ois, 
member of a Hou se su bcommittee which 
is probin g the con trov ersial ratin g or­ 
gan ization s, say s the grou p’s staff has 
collected ev iden ce that “comes v ery close 
to in dicatin g practices that in almost an y 
other bu sin ess wou ld be con sidered frau d.” 
He say s far too mu ch emphasis has 
been giv en to the ratin gs by broadcast­ 
ers an d n etworks. In v estigation shows, 
Sprin ger con tin u es 
t h a t ratin g serv ices 
are n ot ev en doin g what they pu rp>ort to 
do an d represen t to adv ertisers an d the 
pu blic that they are doin g. 


Some serv ices he say s, are predict­ 
in g w'hat 200,000 or 300,000 listen ers are 
doin g on the basis of on ly 200 or 300 
homes su rv ey ed. 
This is man n a, of cou rse, to those who 
hav e lon g regarded ratin gs with skeptic­ 
ism. It adds w e i g h t to t h e argu men t 
that a program shou ld n ot be killed mere­ 
ly becau se it does n ot en joy immediate 
an d con siderable popu larity as measu r­ 
ed by the ratin gs. 
Sprin ger hopes that his grou p’s in v esti­ 
gation will hav e a “salu tary effect” that 
will brin g abou t a “lev elin g of the in flu ­ 
en ce of ratin gs an d a stron ger emphasis 
on program con ten t.” 
He is en titled to hope.

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This Is Tornado Time 


Tornadoes have been striking here and 
there in the West and South, and more 
kingsize twisters will make their unwel­ 
come appearance before the spring tor­ 
nado season has run its course. To date 
no major disaster has been wrought by 
1963 tornadoes. 
A tornado is a relatively small storm, 
rarely more than a few hundred yards 
wide. Its path is generally short, too. 
Tornado damage is usually confined to 
a narrow swath perhaps several miles 
long at most. But when tornadoes strike, 
they are deadly dangerous. They toss 
autos about. They flatten houses, or “ex­ 
lode” them by suddenly decreasing the 
pressure outside the building. They can 
be seen and heard. People who have ex­ 
perienced them say it is an unforgett­ 
able sight and sound. 


Alertness is the best insurance against 
personal disaster. With a tornado bear­ 
ing down there is nothing to do except 
duck and get under cover. There ere 
certain other steps, such as s h u t t i n g 
off electricity and fuel lines, herding the 
family to the cellar, or into a ditch if 
caught in the open, which may be the 
difference between safety and disaster. 
Great strides have been made in spot­ 
ting conditions under which tornadoes can 
form, but the b e s t formulas still aren’t 
perfect. The twisters strike most fre­ 
quently in flat country, such as Kansas 
or Oklahoma. But they have made their 
appearance as far east as Massachusetts, 
and geography d o e s not s e e m to pro­ 
vide sure protection against a visitation 
of this manifestation of meteorological 
power. 


TV Ratings Over-Rated 


Now congressional investigators have 
joined the growing ranks of those who 
do not rate the TV and radio rating sys­ 
tem s very high. 
Rep. William L. Springer of Illinois, 
member of a House subcommittee which 
is probing the controversial rating or­ 
ganizations, says the group’s staff has 
collected evidence that “comes very close 
to indicating practices that in almost any 
other business would be considered fraud.” 
He says far too much emphasis has 
been given to the ratings by broadcast­ 
ers and networks. Investigation shows, 
Springer continues t h a t rating services 
are not even doing what they purport to 
do and represent to advertisers and the 
public that they are doing. 


Some services he says, are predict­ 
ing what 200,000 or 300,000 listeners are 
doing on the basis of only 200 or 300 
homes surveyed. 
This is manna, of course, to those who 
have long regarded ratings with skeptic­ 
ism. It adds w e i g h t to t h e argument 
that a program should not be killed mere­ 
ly because it does not enjoy immediate 
and considerable popularity as measur­ 
ed by the ratings. 
Springer hopes that his group’s investi­ 
gation will have a “salutary effect” that 
will bring about a “leveling of the influ­ 
ence of ratings and a stronger emphasis 
on program content.” 
He is entitled to hope.

of the American educational sys­ 
tem, has recently suggested that 
C o n g r e s s create a National 
Standards Committee to act as an 
“educational watchtower” f r o m 
which the behavior of our schools 
might be kept under “continuous 
scrutiny.’ 
With all deference to the Ad­ 
miral's fedm that local supervision 
of education results in the w a s t e 
of school curriculum time on fudge 
making, baton twirling, telephone 
etiquette, fish catching and other 
such trivia, I view the notion of a 
centralized educational standards 
committee with considerable ap­ 
prehension. For t h e r e 
is 
no 
reason to suppose that a political­ 
ly 
created 
National 
Standards 
Committee would not be dominat­ 
ed by the very people whom Rick­ 
over spends hit energies attack­ 
ing. 
Political agencies are peculiar­ 
ly susceptible to majority press­ 
ures. And if the majority of our 
school systems wanted to go in for 
more fudge making, baton twirl­ 
ing, telephone etiquette and what­ 
not, they would surely succeed in 
putting their representatives on a 
National Standards Committee. 
The greet vitro# of keeping the 
control of education entirely in lo­ 
cal hsnds is that It lets intelligent 
minorities go on 
experimenting. 
Thus, when the rage for the pass­ 
ive “life adjustment cult was at 
its height, certain local school 
boards insisted that teachers had 
better be concerned with incul­ 
cating in their s t u d e n t s a hab­ 
it of valorous self-trust. Now that 
the “life adjustment cult is being 
e x p o s e d as a sure means of 
creating a spineless and self-in­ 
dulgent generation of adolescents, 
we can thank our lucky stars that 
t h e r e was no super-agency in 
Washington to put its authority be­ 
hind a flaccid and will-destroying 
pedagogic philosophy. We might 
never have survived the super-ag­ 
ency’s ministrations. 
The danger of a single official 
standard-creating b o d y becomes 
manifest when we consider it in 
r e l a t i o n to the growing de­ 
mand for economics courses in the 
high schools. Since Keynesian ec­

Now, I realize that the late Lord 
Keynes was a fecund originator in 
economic theory.

But in recent years the op 
position to Keynes has been pret­ 
ty thoroughly plowed under by our 
v a r i o u s educational hierarch 
ies. If it had not been for the loose 
and decentralized structure of Am 
erican education, the opposition to 
Keynes might have been complete­ 
ly stamped out. 
It so happened that the Univers 
ity of Chicago, to pick one exam 
pie, never succumbed to the sway 
of the Keynesian doctrine. Profes 


sots like Frederick Hayek, Milt 
on Friedman and Aaron Director 
kept the flag of an older and more 
self-reliant economic doctrine fly 
ing. Now, as it turns out, the “Chi­ 
cago school” is coming back into 
favor among many younger acad 
emicians. Conceivably a “national 
standard” in economics teaching 
would give some recognition to the 
“Chicago school” theories. But we 
would have no assusance that such 
w o u l d be the case. Politicians 
are the first beneficiaries of “tax 
spend - and • inflate” economics— 
and what would be the fate of 
a minority which dared to oppose 
them on a politically chosen N it 
ional Standards Committee? 
Admiral Rickover is all for the 
cultivation of excellence. But in a 
time of low general standards, the 
fostering of excellence could be 
hurt rather than helped by t h e 
creation of a central body to pre­ 
scribe “national” educational id­ 
eals. Such a body might even be­ 
gin its career by figuratively burn­ 
ing Admiral Rickover in effigy.

No Progress 
Is Seen for 
Berlin Talks 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— 
The 
United States and the Soviet Un­ 
ion will open new talks on Berlin 
soon, probably next week. But au 
thorities 
here 
find nothing en 
couraging or reassuring in the 
prospect. 
Soviet Premier Khrushchev ap­ 
pears to be caught in a severe 
Communist leadership crisis 
at 
present, and this is authoritatively 
interpreted to preclude any sub­ 
stantial moves for improvement 
in Soviet relations with the West­ 
ern powers. 
At best, as Washington now as­ 
sesses the evidence, Khrushchev 
must mark time on major East- 
West issues. At worst, he may 
press unacceptable demands upon 
the West. 
Internal difficulties and his con­ 
tinuing quarrel with Red Chinese 
leaders suggest the possibility that 
he might regard a new flareup in 
the long dispute over Berlin as 
a desirable diversion. 
The U.S. Embassy in Moscow 
was informed by the foreign of­ 
fice earlier this week that the So­ 
viet government would be ready 
to start the Berlin talks “in the 
near future.” 
The outlook now is that the ini­ 
tial talks will be held here be­ 
tween Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk and Ambassador Anatoly F. 
Dobrynin beginning by the end of 
next week. 


STEINEBACH, Germany (AP) 
—Georges Bidault gives the im­ 
pression of a tragic, hunted exile 
with little prospect except po­ 
litical oblivion. 
He is wanted by the French 
government and unwanted by his 
unwilling protectors in Germany. 
Bidault faces three choices within 
a few days. None of them gives 
him much hope of regaining the 
stature he once had as a distin­ 
guished French leader. 
He can remain in Germany and 
give up political activity against 
his former friend 
and present 
enemy, Charles de Gaulle. If he 
stays, he will have to abandon 
in fact—even if not in name—the 
leadership he claims to have over 
the movement to overthrow De 
Gaulle. 
He can allow himself to be de­ 
ported from Germany. In this 
case, he may, like certain mem­ 
bers of the terrorist French Se- 
ret Army, find himself wander­ 
ing from country to country, seek­ 
ing a refuge where he might oper­ 
ate in ale open against his ad­ 
versary. 
Or he can decide to try to es­ 
cape German police, flee Ger­ 
many, and resume his clandes­ 
tine wanderings about Europe. He 
would have to enter another coun­ 
try illegally and would be hunted 
by French secret agents. 
Bidault says he leads the Coun­ 
cil of National Resistance, an or­ 
ganization regarded as the politi­ 
cal arm of the secret army which 
has tried to assassinate De Gaulle. 
He is charged in France with 
being a member of a clandestine 
organization which has been or

dered dissolved because it is plot­ 
ting against the security of the 
state. This is not a capital of­ 
fense. He has not been accused 
of trying to kill De Gaulle, a 
crime punishable by death. 
Bidault has been under German 
police guard since he was discov­ 
ered 12 days ago living with two 
German journalists in a hilltop 
villa in this Bavarian village. 
He has had no rendezvous with 
anybody not allowed by the po­ 
lice. 
If there still are CNR or secret 
army men in Bavaria, they ap­ 
parently have had no direct con­ 
tact with Bidault since he was 
found. 
Correspondents who have seen 
Bidault here get the impression 
that he may have become only a 
figurehead in the organizations. 
Bidault is a former premier and 
a 
former 
foreign 
minister 
of 
France. He headed the wartime 
resistance against the Nazis while 
De Gaulle was out of the country. 
As such, he still has appeal to 
numerous Frenchmen. 
But active leadership of the 
CNR may have passed elsewhere 
—perhaps to Jacques Soustelle, 
another former minister in De 
Gaulle’s government, who is re­ 
ported hiding in Portugal. Sous­ 
telle is a younger, more energetic 
man. 
The Bavarian government says 
a final decision on Bidault will 
come this weekend or early next 
week.

Col. McKenzie joined the A i r 
Force in response to the urg­ 
ent call for registered nurses in 
1943. She was credited with eight 
years as a civilian nurse at the 
time. 
Her first assignment was at the 
Wright - Patterson Air Force Base 
Hospital. She has accumulated a 
vast amount of experience and tra­ 
vel since then. 
An effort to list all places where 
she has served and account f o r 
all the special training she has re ­ 
ceived would require more space 
than could be allotted for one sto- 
ry.

Labor members of Commons de­ 
manded Thursday night that the 
government deny—or open an in­ 
quiry into—rumors that a leading 
government minister was involved 
with 
Christine 
Keeler, 20, 
who 
twice has failed to appear as a 
witness in a shooting case. 
One Laborite, Barbara Castle 
said there were rumors highly 
placed persons were responsible 
for hiding Christine, whom she 
termed “ the missing call girl.’’ 
“ I understand 
my name has 
been connected with rumors about 
her disappearance,” Profumo told 
Commons today. 
“ Any suggestion that I was in 
any way connected with or re­ 
sponsible for her absence at the 
trial at the Old Bailey is wholly 
and completely untrue.” 
The name of the minister had 
not been mentioned in the ex­ 
change between the Laborites and 
the 
Conservative 
government 
spokesman, Home Secretary Hen­ 
ry Brooke. 
Profumo said he was prompted 
to make his statem ent today be­ 
cause of allegations that “ people 
in high places might have been 
responsible for concealing infor­ 
mation concerning the disappear­ 
ance of a witness and the perver­ 
sion of justice.” 
The minister said he last saw 
Miss Keeler in December 1961. 
Watching from the gallery as 
Profumo made his statem ent was 
his wife, Valerie Hobson, a noted 
British stage and screen actress. 
Profumo said he and his wife 
met Miss Keeler at a house party 


at Cliveden, home of Viscount As­ 
tor, son of American-born Lady 
Astor. 
Among the others at Cliveden at 
the time, he said, were Dr. Stephen 
Ward, an osteopath. 
“Between July and December 
1961, I m et Miss Keeler on about 
half a dozen occasions at Dr. 
Ward’s flat,” Profumo said. 
“ Miss Keeler and I were on 
friendly term s. There was no im ­ 
propriety whatever of any kind in 
our acquaintanceship.” 
Christine’s discarded Jam aican 
boy friend, John Edgecombe, 30, 
tried in January to shoot his way 
into the 
apartm ent she shared 
with a girl friend. 
He was sentenced last Friday to 
seven years in jail for possessing 
a firearm with intent to endanger 
life. But Christine failed to appear 
as a prosecution witness and a 
charge of shooting at her with in­ 
tent to m urder was dismissed. The 
court wants her to explain why 
she didn’t appear at Edgecombe’s 
trial.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Who 
is Ohio’s greatest spender? 
Michael V. DiSalle, form er gov­ 
ernor turned political science in­ 
structor, says his successor has 
earned the title. 
But Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes feels 
he hardly is ready for that dis­ 
tinction—while paying off debts 
inherited from DiSalle’s adminis­ 
tration. 
DiSalle’s expressed willingness 
to 
surrender the 
title 
followed 
introduction of the big appropria­ 
tion bill to run the state for the 
next two years. The measure was 
based on the “balanced” budget 
Rhodes submitted to the legisla­ 
ture. 
DiSalle’s first public statem ent 
since leaving office Jan. 14, said: 
“The present governor, through 
submission of his 
appropriation 
bill, now assumes the title as 
Ohio’s greatest spender . . . 
“Now 
that 
the 
smoke 
has 
cleared away, we find that upon 
examination 
of 
the 
cold 
cruel 
facts, 
the 
spending 
levels 
are 
higher than they have ever been 
before— that the much-criticized 
tax program enacted in 1959 will 
continue without reduction . . .” 
The blast revived the running 
battle of figures between Republi­ 
can Rhodes and his predecessor, 
a Democrat. 
Upon taking office, Rhodes said 
he fired more than 3,000 state em ­ 
ployes, hired in the last 120 days 
of DiSalle’s four-year term , and 
ordered a 9.1 per cent cut in 
operating costs to bring spending 
in line with revenues. The new 
chief executive also claimed Di 
Salle left more than $80 million 
in unpaid debts. 
Estim ates 
s h o w e d DiSalle’s 
spending 
level 
would 
have 
hit 
$642 million for the bookkeeping 
year ending next June 30. But 
Rhodes 
claimed 
h i s 
austerity 
d r i v e 
enabled 
him 
to budget 
spending for that fiscal year at 
$626 million. 
Figures also showed that con­ 
tinuation 
of 
DiSalle’s 
spending 
level through fiscal 1965 would 
have hit $1.35 billion for the two 
years. Rhodes budgeted $1.28 bil­ 
lion for the biennium, about $70 
million less. 
Finance Director Richard Kra- 
bach said Rhodes was able to in­ 
clude some $3.4 million for com­ 
munity colleges and $1.5 million 
extra for industrial development 
that were not in the higher Di­ 
Salle estim ates. 


DiSalle 
apparently 
based 
his 
willingness to yield the “greatest 
spender” title on the $53 million 
increase in Rhodes’ biennial budg­ 
et 
over 
1962-63 
fiscal 
figures, 
which include austerity cuts from 
m id-January through June 30. 
The present administration as­ 
serted the title hardly could ap­ 
ply in view of the new budget, 
tailored to balance spending With 
income, 
and provision for pay­ 
ment of $80 million in inherited 
debts. 
It 
was 
explained 
that 
state 
revenues normally increase about 
3 per cent a year because of 
“economic growth’ , a factor en­ 
joyed 
by 
DiSalle 
as 
well 
as 
Rhodes. But it was recalled that 
DiSalle also pushed the largest 
tax boost in state history through 
the 1959 legislature, controlled by 
Democrats. 
The 1961 legislature dominated 
by Republicans refused to 
add 
more 
taxes, 
advocated 
by 
Di­ 
Salle, 
and GOP leaders in the 
present General Assembly have 
lined up with Rhodes in a similar 
stand against mounting pressure. 
In his review of the situation, 
DiSalle said in a statem ent is­ 
sued from his law office here: 
“ In the past four years, efforts 
were 
made to move Ohio for­ 
ward. 
“ Today, in the interest of po­ 
litical 
expediency, 
these 
efforts 
are being destroyed and yet, with 
it all, spending continues to in­ 
crease 
to the highest level 
in 
Ohio’s 
history. 
This 
is

which cannot be disputed. 
“There has been a system atic 


atem pt 
to 
decry and to 
deny 
Ohio’s needs in the alleged in­ 
terest of economy but it is going 
to be almost impossible to dis­ 
pute the administration’s figures 
of what will be required to oper­ 
ate for two years. 
“Even though his appropriation 
bill is the highest in history, it 
still 
represents 
the

loused 
neglect of Ohio's 
needs 
that has been recorded in modern 
governm ent.”

troops arrived, a British prisoner 
showed me a typed and signed 
execution order for me and my 
family.

Scioto Downs, the second leg 
of the series will offer an all- 
time high puKe. The 23 entrants 
have all the speed and potential 
to crack the world record at “The 
Downs” of 1:59 4-5 set by Merrie 
Duke in the 1961 HTA Trot. 
Leading the list of diagonal gait­ 
ed champions is A. C.’s Viking, 
the sparkling son of Hoot Mon, who 
captured the 3 year-old trotter of 
the year, honors.

and 
driven by Saunders Russell, he won 
the coveted Hambletonian trotting 
classic. 
Challenging the Viking will be 
his chief competitor from l a s t 
year, the fabulous Worth Seem. 
Trained and driven by harness rac­ 
ing’s modern “Wizard of the Reins’ 
Stanley D a n c e r , Worth Seein, 
owned by the Mary Hild Farm of 
New Hope, New Jersey, owns the 
fastest record of the HTA eligibles, 
a sparkling time trial of 1:58.

ALONG WITH the mare Worth 
Seein, Sprite Rodney from the 
Eaton Ridge Farm of Lexington 
Kentucky, hopes to regain 
the 
stranglehold the ladies have had on 
the trotting series since it’s incep 
tion back in 1960.

Record, with the great Elaine Rod­ 
ney taking the 1961 edition. Last 
year the final was won by the stal­ 
lion Porterhouse. 
Another high-class trotting mare 
will aid the disstaff cause in the 
1963 series.

Reined to a 
time trial record of 1:59 1-5 by the 
cagey veteran Harry Pownall, she 
has won $20,000 while building a 
record of two wins, three seconds, 
and six thirds in 16 starts. 
The other HTA trotting eligible 
to hit the charmed two minute mile 
thus far is Isaac, a handsome black 
son of Hoot Mon, owned by Mrs.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The 
race for Ohio's 41st Class AA high 
school 
basketball 
championship 
was wide open today with top- 
ranked Middletown’s seven - tim© 
titlists on the sidelines. 
Coach Paul Walker’s power­ 
house, leader of the Associated 
Press poll all season, was victim­ 
ized 63-61 in the Cincinnati Re­ 
gional semifinals Friday night by 
Urbana’s 13th-ranked Hillclimbers. 
It was Middletown’s first loss in 
24 starts, and Urbana moved to a 
23-1 record. Urbana led all the 
way. 
Cleveland East Tech’s second- 
ranked Scarabs (24-0) won a stat© 
tourney berth Thursday night — 
and three others of the Top Ten 
moved into regional finals with 
Friday conquests. 
Dayton Chaminade, third with 
24-0, erased Cincinnati Elder 46- 
39 and moved into the finals at 
Cincinnati against Urbana’s king- 
killers. Columbus East, fourth with 
22-1, ousted Portsmouth, cham­ 
pion in 1961, 71-52 at Canton. That 
sends Columbus against lOth-rank- 
©d Canton McKinley (20-3). 
McKinley, which has never won 
the state crown despite numerous 
trips to the finals, whipped Zanes­ 
ville, champion in 1926 and 1955, 
44-40 to reach the regional finals.

No Faltering 


CLEVELAND (AP)—Consumer 
demand is strong and shows no 
sign 
of faltering, an economist 
said here Friday in discussing the 
business outlook for 1933. 
Martin R. 
Gainsbrugh, 
vice 
president and chief economist of 
the National Industrial Conference 
Board, said economic trends as 
the first quarter ends do not point 
to “ an incipient decline in busi­ 
ness activity.” He was one of the 
participants in a panel discussion 
at the board’s 431st meeting. 
A. S. Glossbrenner, president of 
the Youngstown Sheet & Tube Co., 
was the panel chairman. 
Gainsbrugh 
said 
consumer 
spending is running at satisfactory 
rates in relation to disposable in­ 
come and that government spend­ 
ing also is on the rise and should 
continue to advance for the re­ 
mainder of Hie year. 
“Tho investment stimuli adopt­ 
ed last year have helped shape 
current investment decisions fav­ 
orably,” he added, “ so that de­ 
mand in this area of the economy 
has held up better than anticipat­ 
ed some months ago.”

Jap Princess 
Has Abortion; 


Is Recovering 


TOKYO (AP)—Crown Princess 
Michiko had an abortion Friday. 
The Imperial Household Agency 
said the operation was successful 
and the princess, whose husband 
some day will be the emperor of 
Japan, was in generally good con­ 
dition. 
Crown Prince Akihito took or­ 
chids to the 28 ye ar-old princess 
soon after the operation. 
Michiko, a sports-loving com­ 
moner whose marriage four years 
ago thrilled the nation, expected 
her second baby in September or 
early October. Her first child, 
Prince Hiro, is now 3. 
No official medical explanation 
has been given for the abortion. 
But a spokesman for the agency 
said before the operation it was 
believed 
Michiko’s 
health 
had 
been impaired by a continuous 
round of official and social func­ 
tions before pregnancy. 
Abortions are permitted under 
Japan’s 1949 eugenics law if the 
attending physician certifies that 
giving birth would be injurious to 
the mother’s health, th4t the child 
would be deformed or that it 
would become an intolerable eco­ 
nomic burden.

Chong-pil at his elbow, took over 
the government. 
Park personally assured Presi­ 
dent Kennedy he would return 
power to civilians in the summer 
of 1963. 
First, he said, the military must 
deal with what he called corrupt 
and inefficient politicians. 
American aid continued. More 
than 50,000 American troops were 
left in Korea, helping guard the 
front. 
In late 1962, the junta split. 
Kim, then director of the powerful 
Central Intelligence Agency, was 
accused of attempting to grab 
power. 
Park acknowledged his regime 
was 
surrounded 
by rumors of 
financial scandals. 
Nevertheless, 
Park 
remained 
popular in the countryside and on 
Jan. I he lifted a ban on political 
activity. He permitted that he 
would be drafted as presidential 
candidate of the Democratic Re­ 
publican 
P-rty, 
which 
Kim 
formed, and looked like a sure 
winner. 
Civilian 
politicians, 
however, 
used their new political liberty, 
talking 
about 
alleged 
scandals 
and power struggles within the 
junta. 
Kim went into temporary exile 
in February and Park announced 
he was withdrawing from politics. 
On March 16, Park reversed 
course 
and declared that only 
foir more years of military rule 
could save the nation from chaos. 
He proposed a nationwide vote 
on the idea but his political op­ 
ponents objected strongly, saying 
that since they and the press are 
muzzled any referendum would be 
sure to result in an overwhelming 
victory for the junta. 
The politicians took their fight 
to the streets, kicking and shov­ 
ing in scuffles with Park’s police. 
At week’s end, it appeared that 
in the streets the issue would be 
settled.

Repay $200,000 in FHA Loans 


In 1962 Pickaway, Madison and 
Franklin County farm families re­ 
paid nearly $20#,OOO in principal 
and interest on loans from the U.S. 
Farmers 
Home 
Administration, 
Wade E. Jeffers, county super­ 
visor of the London agency an­ 
nounced today. 
A total of 17 fur rn families in 
the three counties repaid 
their 
Farmers Home Administration 
loans last year, he said. 
Jeffers also reported that in 1962 
his agency had its biggest year 
in history. Nationwide, FHA lend­ 
ing totaled $754 million, an increase 
of 50 per cent over the amount 
for 1961 and 120 per cent over the 
1960 total. 
Small towns and associations of 
farmers and other rural residents 
now may borrow funds to finance 
changes in land use, including de­ 
velopment of recreational facilit­ 
ies. 
The Senior Citizens Housing Act 
of 1962 established a F a r m e r s 
Home Administration program of 
loans to i n d i v i d u a I s, corpora­ 
tions and groups to build rental 
housing for the elderly in rural 
areas. Loans were also authoriz­ 
ed to individuals over 62 to buy, 
build, or renovate housing for them­ 
selves. 
These new authorizations were 


in addition to a general moderniza­ 
tion of Farmers Home Adminis­ 
tration existing lending programs 
brought about by the Agriculture 
and Housing Acts of 1961. 
All Farmers Home Administra­ 
tion loans are accompanied by 
technical advice on farm and fin­ 
ancial management. Loans a r e 
made only to applicants unable to 
obtain needed credit from con­ 
ventional lenders.
